Several months later, luckless Finnigan was back in hot water. 
He was involved in a minor seven- car automobile accident and, 
along with the other drivers, was given a ticket for driving too 
fast under the circumstances. When Judge Wimple heard that 
Finnigan didn’t report the incident to his probation officer 
promptly, he ordered him to jail to serve his two- year 
suspended sentence for not reporting an arrest promptly. 
“But, I wasn’t arrested,” protested Finnigan. “I was only 
given a traffic ticket. I was no more arrested had I been given a 
ticket to the policeman’s ball.” 
“That’s what you say,” was the answer. “But I’m the judge. 
And 1 say getting a traffic ticket is an arrest! 
Taking a dim view of the judge’s attitude, Finnigan appealed 
his situation to a higher court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you find that luckless 
Finnigan had been arrested so as to justify his being sent to jail? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that 
receiving a traffic citation is not an arrest. An arrest, noted the 
judge, occurs when a person’s liberty is restrained or when he is 
taken into custody which did not happen to Finnigan as a result 
of the seven- car accident.
